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Production  of  ice  cream  in  ’EEe' United  States  during  September  vas  estimated 
at  70;>^95;>000  gallons--a  new  record  high  for  the  months  the  Crop  Reporting  Board 
reports.  Output  at  this  level  is  2 percent  more  than  in  September  1970  and  3 per- 
cent above  September  I969.  Seasonally^  production  declined  7 percent  from  August 
to  September_,  the  same  as  last  year.  The  seasonal  decrease  betv/een  these  months 
in  1969  was  10  percent . Production  during  the  first  nine  months  of  1971  is  1 per- 
cent above  the  January-September  total  last  year,  but  at  about  the  same  level  as  in 

1969. 


September  temperatures  averaged  below  normal  over  the  western  half  of  the 
Nation  and  above  normal  over  the  eastern  half.  Monthly  temperature  departures 
were  generally  small. 

Compared  with  September  1970^  changes  in  ice  cream  production  by  regions  were 
mixed.  Decreases  varied  from  1 percent  in  both  the  East  North  Central-  and  South 
Central  Regions  to  4 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic . Output  was  3 percent  smaller 
in  the  Pacific  States.  Production  was  up  7 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region, 

6 percent  in  the  West  North  Central  and  4 percent  in  the  Mountain.  In  the  three 
leading  ice  cream-producing  states,  output  was  up  8 percent  in  New  York,  4 percent 
in  Pennsylvania,  but  down  4 percent  in  California. 

From  August  to  September,  ice  cream  production  declines  in  all  regions  ranged 
from  2 percent  in. the  South  Central  to  16  percent  in  the  Pacific.  Output  dropped 
15  percent  in  the  Mountain  States,  11  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic,  7 percent  in 
the  North  Atlantic  and  5 percent  in  the  Uest  North  Central.  A decline  of  3 per- 
cent was  shown  in  the  East  North  Centx*al  States.  Seasonal  decreases  in  the  three 
leading  states  were:  6 percent  in  New  York,  7 percent  in  Pennsylvania  and  I5  per- 
cent in  California.  Seasonal  decreases  occurred  in  all  important  producing  states 
except  Indiana,  Illinois,  South  Dakota,  Kansas,  Uest  Virginia,  Georgia,  Alabama, 
Mississippi,  Texas  and  Oregon.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 


September  production  of  sherbet  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at 
^^385^000  gallons--up  7 percent  from  September  last  year,  but  down  2 percent  from 
September  1969.  Output  during  the  first  nine  ra.onths  of  1971  is  1 percent  more  than 
the  January-September  total  last  year,  but  7 percent  less  than  for  the  comparable 
period  in  I969. 

Production  decreased  I5  percent  from  August  to  September  this  year,  compared 
with  23  percent  at  this  time  a year  earlier  and  20  percent  two  years  ago . Output 
was  down  sharply  from  August  to  September  in  all  regions. 

Compared  with  September  1970;>  sherbet  production  was  less  in  the  South  Central 
and  Mountain  Regions.  Gains  were  shown  in  all  other  parts  of  the  country.

'MELLORINE-TYFE"  FROZEN  DESSERTS  PRODUCTION  10-21-71 


United  States  production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats 
and  oils  other  than  milkfat  during  September  totaled  ^^315^000  gallons.  Output  at 
this  level  is  9 percent  less  than  in  September  1970  and  15  percent  smaller  than  in 
the  same  month  two  years  earlier.  Total  rj^oduction  through  September  this  year 
is  off  6 pei'cent  from  the  first  nine  months  of  1970  and  11  percent  from  1969* 

Output  decreased  11  percent  from  August  to  September  this  year--the  same  as 
the  seasonal  decrease  between  these  months  in  I969 • Last  year  production  declined 
9 percent  between  August  and  September.  Declines  were  shown  in  all  important 
Mellorine -producing  states  except  Alabama  and  Louisiana,  where  output  held  steady. 

Compared  with  September  1970,  production  was  larger  in  Illinois,  Missouri, 
Alabaraa  and  Arizona,  but  smaller  in  all  other  producing  states.
